At the head of the table is Mrs 


Wetherill, as regal and dominant as 
a monarch. She commands the situ- 
ation, speaks with finality to her 
guests. 


Her cigaret poised high, she sur- 


veys the assemblage, and joins the 
repartee with an uncanny mirthless 
laughter in which her face never 
changes expression. She is a woman 
to cope with; a woman to have with 
you in the frontier life. 


A Long Way Out 


There is nothing much at Kayen- 


ta except the Wetherills, an Indian 
school and a fine little Indian hos- 
pital for tubercular Navajos. 


The one trading post is run in 


partnership by John Wetherill and 
Clyde Colville. In the back of their 
store is the post office.

It, is the .lobby—a word which;' 


lately has come to represent some- 
thing sinister, but at the same time 
a '-word which denotes a highly im- 
portant part of the legislative pro- 
cess. Lobbying and lobbyists are 
once more subjected to criticism 
and attack. A legitimate occupa- 
tion, one recognized by statute and 
traditional practice, is under crim- 
inal .investigation at the-state capi- 
tal 


The county prosecutor in the 
state capital district has issued a 
warrant for alleged illegal lobbying 
by one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the lobbying fraternity. He 
threatens to issue more, and is even 
now sifting what he says are abun- 
dant* tips supplied by local citizens 
supposed to know something of 
what goes on to influence the 
course of legislation at the capitol 
this term. 


Waves of Protest 


At practically every session of 


the Wisconsin legislature there is

against the supposed influence of 
lobbyists in the halls where the 
laws which govern the 3,000,000 citi- 
zens of the state are made. Cries 
tor reform ring through the state- 
house and its environs.

What then is the lobby, which 


periodically creates such a fuss 
hereabouts? 


A lobbyist is simply a person, 


acting either for himself or hired 
by someone else, whose job it is 
to influence legislation. By per- 
suasion or education, or both, he 
spends his days and nights corral- 
ling votes in the legislature, much 
as the ordinary politician spends 
much of bis time gathering the 
votes ot his constituents. 


The argument arises out of the 


nethods of persuasion, or educa- 
lon, or both. 


Suppose you have an idea lor a 


new law, or an amendment to an 
existing law. Or suppose that a 
Dill has been introduced in one of 
lie two houses of the legislature 
which you believe will help you in 
your business.

You will do everything within

The state law on lobbying says 
jretty bluntly that you may not 
jive things of value to members of 
he legislature.

Social Job 


Lobbying is essentially a social 
ob, as is politics itself. The lobby- 
st is successful not only by reason 
f the logic or the intellectual qual- 
ty of his arguments, but by many 
f the intangible factors which 
ount so heavily in public affairs.

There have been charges of ex- 
cessive wining and dining, of the 
use of money, of the use of women 
by unscrupulous lobbyists. Too of- 
ten the charges and investigations 
are set in political circumstances. 


Today another investigation is 


under way. By the weight of prece- 
dent, including three similar inves- 
tigations within a decade, little 
will be found on lobbying beyond 
that which is commonly known at 
the capital 


For example there is the legisla- 


tive investigation of alleged illegal 
lobbying practices made in the 1935 
session- 


Common Practice 


The committee, after much delib-

There can be no question 
but what this periodical desire to 
extend social favors and amenities 
to law-makers at a time when legis- 
lation is before them, usually comes 
from a desire to influence their 
vote."

he had a distinguished father. But his 
name is going to get him far enough. 
Mr. -Taft would never have been elected 
senator from Ohio had not his name been 
known in every household because of the 
records of both his father and grandfather. 


We are in great danger of creating in 


this country a political aristocracy con- 
sisting of famous names and irrespective 
of what the present generation that car- 
ries those names have done to merit pub- 
lic confidence. In effect we are electing 
men who would never have been elected 
were it not for their fathers, grandfathers, 
and with Mr. Roosevelt, a fifth cousin. 
And this tendency becomes perilous as 
our population increases since 4t is next 
to impossible for any great fraction of the 
people to learn intimately the candidate's 
real character. 


Above everything else our next presi- 


dent must be a man of his word, one who 
will give his word slowly and cautiously 
and upon great study and consideration, 
and then will keep it religiously. 


And America/: will be in much safer 


water, we believej'if its choice for leader- 
ship, whether in the Democratic or Re- 
publican party,, goes to some man who has 
earned his spurs without the great advan- 
tage of a distinguished name and is there- 
fore all the more entitled to his honors.

I wonder how this "strange 
property came to be ascribed to 
grapefruit and lemon. Perhaps some 
sourface who had never been ex- 
posed -to physiology imagined thai 
thes sourness^ caused -a» prodigious 
pucker to pass thru the entire bod 
and take up slack everywhere Th 
truth is that grapefruit or lemon i, 
merely less nourishing and less fat 
tening than, say, ham and eggs o 
pancakes and maple syrup. 


I have nothing in the worl 


against lemons or grapefruit In fac 
I grow 'em both (one tree each 
But please don't ask me to eat o 
drink any lemon or grapefruit i 
any circumstance, except when 
mere dash is mixed in with edibl 
things, as in a iruit punch or cock 
tail or in a salad. "Wherever a dis 
or <a recipe calls for vinegar, 
prefer lemon juice, because vinegar 
(dilute acetic acid) is not utilized a 
a food, but acts as an acid in metab 
olism while lemon juice (dilute* cil 
xlc, acid) is oxidized sihd utilized a, 
a food in the body and leaves an 
alkaline residue or ash (alkaline 
carbonates). Try lemon juice in 
place of vinegar in salad dressing 
or as a condiment and you'll soon 
find that it is quite as pleasing anc 
perhaps more acceptable to th 
stomach. 


In nutritive value, that is, fue 


value, calories, there is little off 
ference between ; orange, lemon 
grapefruit and pineapple" -— each 
yields approximately 200 to 225 cal 
ories per pound.

Lay to Supplies

purchased.

-If you would learn-st'little of 
what the Fox river and its Islands 
know, take Highway Z out of Kau- 
kauna, following an old military 
road built in the 1830's, cross a 
bridge, and a culvert over Konka- 
pot Creek (Konkapot is a Mohican 
name brought to the region by the 
Stockbridge Indians in 1822), and 
come to the high wooded bank of 
the Fox. above the Thousand Is- 
land.* Here is a wild life refuge and 
the islands, now owned by the city, 
are a part of the protected area. 
Sitting in this refuge to recapture 
the message was a never-to-be-for-. 
gotten experience for this writer. 


The Fox on its way to meet the 


northern waters bores through stra- 
ta of limestone to a depth of fifty 
feet and spreads itself widely in 
several channels eddying about 
sturdy rock-fastened verdured is- 
lands with luxuriant willow drap- 
eries trailing in the eddies and tall 
deep-rooted trees unmoved by time. 
Fish splash here unafraid and duck 
swim and dive and are free through- 
out the year since the rapids never 
freeze. In the distance one sees 
church steeples, schools and mills, 
progressive Kaukauna secure on her 
early foundings. To the east the wa- 
ters rest in a quiet bay sheltered by 
gentle hills 


Stone Face Is Gone 


We learn of people who lived 


hereabouts before white men came. 
Several Indian tribes knew "**"g 
-'path,' but the folk who dwelt here 
most continuously appear to have 
been the Menominees. Out of the 
past comes the word that here 
south of the great rapids or Grand 
Kaugaulin on the eastern shore 
stood a huge stone, the top of 
which had human semblance with 
the face painted red. The Menomi- 
nee historian says that the stone 
was a marker or guide post set to 
inform all Indians coming down the 
Fox-from the west that they were 
now^ in Menominee territory and 
were welcome so long as they ob- 
served the regulations but if _ they 
misbehaved the Menominees would 
put on their war paint and drive 
them out Thus the Great Stone 
Face of Grand Kaukaulin was both 
a welcome and a warning. 


The written historical record says 


that Father Allouez saw the stone 
in 1669 and deemed it an Indian 
idol and twice caused it to~be cast 
into the river where it no doubt 
reposes today under tons of debris. 
As one sits upon the river bank 
above the lovely Islands one can. 
look across the quiet bay to the 
ri^ht to terraced mils on the east 
shore. Arndt writing of his trip up 
the Fox in 1830, says of this place: 
"To the east across the river a slop- 
ing hill extends a mile or so along 
the shore. A distance of more than 
a thousand feet has been terraced, 
on which the Indians have built 
their .huts and wigwams, utilizing 
every available space for the cul- 
tivation of corn, potatoes, and other 
vegetables. It is a typical Indian 
village." 


In another account Be refers to 


the 
Menominees coming down 


from this village in the early morn- 
ing to get into their canoes and 
help the travelers over the portages. 
The Indian lodges are gone, and the 
canoe long since, but the terraces 
tell their own story. And along the 
bank above the Islands northward 
are what seem to be other terraces 
and old mounds which one day will 
probably reveal the ancient "Man 
Track Here." 


Near the present disposal plant 


across the river is a very old Indian 
burial mound, now protected from 
vandalism through the interest of 
the local Woman's Club. Thickly 
covered -with the indigenous thorn- 
apple trees, it cradles the bodies of 
many whose homes were on these 
bills. And not far away are the

The noise wears on the nerves o 
the family and the irritation causes bad temper, quarrels, and general 
discord. That kind of home is a place to get away from and the family do 
just that when they can. But they continue to shout and so the unhappy 
state continues. 


That is all true. But what about the one child in the family who raises 


his voice on all occasions, who never speaks within the house but to the 
rooftree? His family talk quietly. 
He alone raises his rasping voice to 
the pitch of frenzy. Why? I don't 
know unless it is because he feels 
himself out of things, feels hirgrelf 
failing to hold the place he longs to 
hold in the family circle and takes 
this way of making himself felt, and 
heard. 


Tell him that you cannot hear 


him when he talks so loudly, which 
is true. Tell him that his voice 
drives people away from him and 
his bad manners complete the work 
of his poorly pitched voice. Don't 
give him what he wants when he 
shouts for it. Make his shouting a 
poor investment for his personal 
comfort and he will at least wish he 
could do better. 


When he is in that attitude of 


mind take him to the children's 
specialist for 
examination.

Adjust the blades so as 
to cut no closer than two inches 
from the ground This encourages a 
strong growth of good lawn grasses 
and the shade cast by this strong 
growth causes the crab grass to 
perish. Crab grass, you remember, 
is one of the pests that does best in 
full sunshine. In September, after 
the majority of the crab grass has 
desisted, the blades can again be 
.owered to shorten the height of 
the remaining good grasses. 


Applying fertilizer after the mid- 


dle of August is not recommended. 
The best 1 ertilizer to use is one of 
he sorts sold as complete fertiliz- 
ers.
